SEATTLE, April 29 (AP)—The 
attorney for a union officer told 
a jury yesterday his client was a 
Communist party member 13 
years and led “hundreds of per- 
sons” into the party. 


Attorney John F. Walthew made 
this disclosure in an opening 
statement on behalf of Karly Lar- 
sen, an officer of the CIO Inter- 
national Woodworkers of Amer- 
ica. He said Larsen joined the 
party in 1933 and left it in 1946. 

Larsen is among seven persons 
being tried in United tes Dis- 
trict Court on charges of conspir- 
ing to teach and advocate the 
overthrow of the Government by 
force. The list is headed by 
Henry P. Huff, 58 years old, 
Washington state chairman of the 
Communist party. 

Larsen is conducting a defense 
separate from the others, and 
Walthew said he thinks Larsen’s 
views “do not jibe with those of 
anybody else in this case.” 

The Government contends Lar- 
sen operated largely under-

Carrollo was 
the principal collector for the | 
crime syndicate. The organization 
took 45 per cent of the “take” | 
from all Kansas City gambling | 
joints in return for freedom from 
police interference. About 40 per | 
cent of the syndicate’s gambling | 
revenue, it was learned, was de- 
livered to the late Boss Tom Pen- | 
dergast by Carrollo. 

From the time he was 21 years | 
old, Carrollo had a crime record. | 
A Government agent testified at | 
a trial that Carrollo’s “word be- | 
came law in the underworld” and 
that he had a close relationship | 
with city officials and top officers | 
of the police department. 

From 1935 to 1938, Carrollo | 
himself received $288,000 from | 
gambling rackets but reported | 
none of it in his tax returns. His | 
net income from all sources for | 
four years was $654,000. No | 
gambling house could operate | 
without his blessing and 34 houses | 
paid him regularly. He took over | 
most of Lazia’s enterprises after 
the boss was murdered. | 

For his tax evasions, he served | 
a six-year term at Leavenworth 
and Alcatraz penitentiaries. After | 
his release in 1946, he became | 
loyal Binaggio lieutenant. |

BALTIMORE, Md., April 29): 


(UP)—Mrs. Eleanor Roosevelt said 
last night the distrust of the 
United Nations displayed by the 
Daughters of the American Revo- 
lution at their convention last 
week was based on a lack of un- 
derstanding. 

Mrs. Roosevelt made the re- 
mark in reply to a question, at a 
meeting of the United Nations 
Association of Maryland at the 
Ford Theater where she was prin- 
cipal speaker. 

“They are fearful,” Mrs. Roose- 
velt said, “that displaying the 
United Nations flag at the same 
time the American flag is 
played means that we in the

Mrs. Roosevelt, a former dele- 
gate to the U.N., said that the 
D.A.R. “does not understand the 
love -of the soil in which you 
grow up and the deep-seated love 
of your own country.“ 

She said she believes the D.A.R.

versive, but she said, “If we know 
what Communism is, there is even 
less danger of any more of our 
people being taken in by Com- 
munism.”

The two 
youths and Hayden's red-haired 
wife, Joyce, had been friends 
since high school. Each is 19 
years old. 

Hayden said he first became 
ili after La Force gave him a 
soft drink on a visit to the Cali- 
fornia Institute of Technology 
where the defendant was a bril- 
liant physics student. b 
“I got dizzy. I got sick to my 


stomach. I felt heavy,” Hayden] out 
said. 


Prosecuting Attorney Joseph 
Carr told the jury Hayden had 
symptoms of arsenic poisoning. - 

The next three incidents oc- 
curred in his apartment last Jan- 
vary, Hayden testified. 

“I drank Some water from a 
refrigerator container. It had an 
unusual odor. After I drank it, 
couldn't stand up. My. 
muscles just didn't work.“ 

Carr had said this was a symp- 
tom of potassium cyanide poison- 


ing. 

The next time, the witness said, 
he poured a drink from a new 
‘water bottle. 

“It smelled like the other one. 
I took some in my mouth, then 
spit it out. It was just like I'd 
been eating persimmons. It sort 
of puckered up my mouth.” 

Next, Hayden testified, his wife 
poured two glasses of milk.

Making the ‘Rounds.’ 
HE question posed has to do 
with “rounds” in the sense 
that a policeman or a watch- 

man makes his rounds. ; 
It is an interesting term, but 
it really presents no spectacular 
surprises. We know “round” as 


common at the present time as 


when Shakespeare referred to the 
crown of England as a “golden 
round.” 

The noun “round” in popular 
usage is metaphorical, 
namely the allusion to a cycle 
of activity such as “the round 
of social events,” a “round of 
golf,” or a “round of bridge.” 
Or, indeed, the firing of a “round 
of ammunition.” 

Following through, then, it is 
not difficult to understand the 
term’s application to a walk per- 
formed by a guard, as, indeed it 
has seen long service in military 
parlance in reference to the sen- 
try’s “round of duty.”
